R EPORT. 


I beg  to  report  that  I was  unable  to  begin  my  inspections 
till  December,  and  consequently  was  unable  to  complete  them 
till  the  middle  of  January,  1916,  so  my  Report  is  later  than  has 
been  usual,  though  not  so  late  as  last  year.  I have  altogether 
inspected  22  Factories,  40  Workshops  or  Workplaces,  20 
Cowsheds,  Dairies,  or  places  where  milk  is  sold,  18  Bakeries, 
9 Slaughterhouses,  6 Laundries,  and  2 Lodging  Houses. 

FACTORIES. 

These  are  distinguished  from  Workshops  as  being  places 
where  work  is  done  by  machinery  moved  by  some  other  power 
than  hand  power,  and  in  these  cases  the  Factory  Inspector 
enquires  into  all  matters  connected  with  the  regulations  of  the 
Factory  Act,  and  my  duty  consists  only  in  ascertaining 
whether  the  sanitary  arrangements  are  adequate  (considering 
the  number  and  the  sex  of  the  workpeople  employed)  and  in 
good  order  ; it  has,  however,  been  notified  to  us  from  Head- 
quarters that,  owing  to  the  exceptional  circumstances  created 
by  the  War,  we  need  not  be  as  particular  as  usual  that 
separate  closet  accommodation  should  be  provided  for  the  two 
sexes.  I have  also  to  satisfy  myself  that  the  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  in  all  Factories  where  more  than 
40  persons  are  employed.  Of  the  21  inspected,  the  following 
were  found  in  good  order  or  sufficiently  good  to  make  it 
unnecessary  for  the  Council  to  take  any  steps,  and  with 
sufficient  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  :■ — -

The  workshop  is,  I believe,  only  used  as  a store,  but  the 
w.c.  in  connection  with  it  is  so  ruinous  as  to  be  scarcely  usable.

Here  the  premises  have  been  somewhat  improved  since 
last  year’s  Report,  but  the  small  front  shop  which  is  used  as 
a workroom  is  small  and  overcrowded  and  not  whitewashed  ; 
and  the  w.c.  in  the  back  yard  is  dirty  and  out  of  order. 

Mv.  Wilkinson,  Downing  Stveet. 

The  yard  adjoining  this  has  been  much  improved,  but  the 
w.c.  is  in  a very  dirty  state.

The  cows  and  vessels  are  fairly  clean,  but  the  surface 
water  drainage  runs  into  a soak  hole  near  the  well  which  is 
their  only  water  supply.  1 would  advise  that  the  water  from 
this  well  be  tested. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Lamport,  Upper  Hale. 

The  shed  has  been  a good  deal  improved  since  last  year, 
hut  the  well  is  in  a position  where  it  would  easily  he  contam- 
inated. I would  advise  that  the  water  he  tested. 

Mr.  Robins,  Park  Farm. 

Nothing  has  apparently  been  done  to  improve  the 
objectionable  conditions  under  which  the  cows  are  kept  here, 
noted  last  year. 

Mrs.  Tice,  Runfold. 

Here  the  report  of  last  year  holds  good,  no  attempt  having 
been  apparently  made  to  remedy  the  unsanitary  condition 
under  which  the  cows  are  kept  and  the  milk  kept.

The  walls  of  the  cowshed  in  which  the  cows  are  milked 
are  as  dirty  as  they  were  last  year;  the  udders  of  the  cows 
were  also  dirty  and  are  not  washed  before  milking. 

Farnham  Gravel  Co.,  Snai 'sly rich  Farm. 

The  number  of  cows  has  been  rather  increased  since  last 
year,  otherwise  the  report  of  last  year  applies  witli  as  much 
force  as  it  did  then. 

Mr.  Stovold,  Broomleaf  Farm. 

No  alteration  in  the  conditions  here.  The  milking  is  still 
done  in  the  old  barn  opening  direct  on  to  a large  dungheap 
with  stables  and  pigstyes  opening  on  to  it.  The  smell  of  them 
is  distinct  in  the  place  where  the  milking  is  done.

The  floor  complained  of  last  year  has  not  been  repaired 
and  it  is  in  such  a state  of  disrepair  that  it  cannot  be  kept 
properly  clean.

The  pan  of  the  w.c.  was  very  dirty.  The  yard  adjoining 
of  which  I have  complained  for  four  years  in  succession  has 
not  been  improved  in  any  way.

This  has  not  been  whitewashed  sufficiently  and  is  not 
clean. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

These  have  been  specially  inspected  at  intervals,  both  as 
to  their  condition  and  the  condition  of  the  cattle  slaughtered, 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  has  been  appointed  to  do  this 
work  and  has  been  given  power  to  call  to  his  aid  a Veterinary 
Surgeon  if  there  should  appear  to  him  to  be  any  need.  The

The  yard  adjoining  has  been  improved,  but  the  floor  of 
the  laundry  is  only  of  brick  which  is  much  broken,  and  from 
which  the  drainage  is  insufficient.

The  wall  of  the  wash-house  was  cracked  and  the  drain 
outside  the  building  was  blocked. 

Steam  Laundry,  Darvill's  Lane. 

This  is  in  good  order,  except  for  the  w.c.  used  by  the  men 
on  the  establishment  which  was  very  dirty.  The  manager 
promised  to  see  to  its  being  kept  cleaner. 

LODGING  HOUSES. 

Mr.  Sinacola,  83,  West  Street. 

The  rooms  here  are  better  under  the  new  management, 
and  the  arrangement  is  better.  There  were,  however,  two 
w.c.’s  out  of  repair.  No.  84,  next  door,  is  under  the  same 
management,  and  would  appear  to  be  used,  as  regards  some 
of  the  rooms,  in  the  same  way  as  No.  83,  but  it  is  not  registered 
as  a Lodging  House. 

Mr.  Del  Guidice,  Church  Lane. 

This  is  very  well  managed  indeed. 

OUT-WORKERS. 

I have  only  heard  of  one,  Mr.  Hofvander,  of  Wood- 
mancey,  St.  Cross  Estate,  who  works  for  a tailor  in  the 
town  : his  workroom  is  quite  well  ventilated  and  lighted.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1915 

OF  THK 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 


I have  to  report  that  I have  received  during  the  year  notifi- 
cations of  298  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  namely,  Scarlatina  27, 
Diphtheria  32,  Measles  153,  German  Measles  63,  Erysipelas  2, 
Tuberculosis  18,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  1,  Poliomyelitis  1,  and 
Opthalmia  Neonatorum  1 in  the  Urban  District;  besides  which 
there  were  notified  in  the  Union,  Measles  4,  Tuberculosis  1, 
Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  1 (which  was  brought  in  from  the  Rural 
District),  and  Opthalmia  Neonatorum  1. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  is  very  largely  in  excess  of 
those  of  the  previous  year  (which  was  106),  but  it  is  almost 
entirely  due  to  very  widespread  epidemics  of  both  Measles  and 
German  Measles  which,  together,  account  for  216. 

The  accompanying  table  gives  details  of  the  distribution  of

Scarlatina.  Of  the  27  cases,  25  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  and  all  recovered  except  one  who  died.  In 
the  cases  of  the  two  who  were  not  removed,  they  both  occurred 
in  good-sized  houses  where  there  was  plenty  of  room  to  efficiently 
isolate  them,  and  each  had  a special  nurse,  and  I have  not  heard 


of  any  second  case  as  a result  of  their  non-removal.  There  was 
no  definite  epidemic  at  any  time,  the  cases  being  scattered  about 
over  eight  months  of  the  year. 

Diphtheria.  There  were  32  cases.  They  did  not  seem  so 
much  dependent  on  School  attendance  as  usual.  In  the  early  part 
of  the  year  a few  cases  occurred  at  East  Street  Council  School,  but 
on  investigating  their  circumstances  I did  not  think  it  necessary 
to  advise  closure.  There  were,  however,  cases  in  November  and 
December  which  did  seem  to  be  connected  with  Badshot  Lea 
School,  so  I advised  closure  for  two  short  periods  to  connect 
witli  the  Christmas  holidays.  They  were  all  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  but  two  of  them  died. 

Measles.  A very  extensive  epidemic  of  153  cases  prevailed 
from  February  to  November,  but  became  most  intense  from  May 
to  August,  during  which  time  131  of  the  cases  occurred;  there 
was  an  unusual  proportion  of  cases  among  adults.  There  were 
four  deaths  among  children,  all  under  five  years  old,  and  three 
out  of  four  from  the  lung  complications  which  so  frequently  follow 
an  attack.  I visited  most  of  the  houses  in  which  cases  were 
notified  to  me,  and  tried  to  instil  into  the  parents  the  danger 
attaching  to  the  disease,  but  found  it  very  difficult  to  impress  on 
them  the  importance  of  taking  any  care.  In  August  the  disease 
became  very  prevalent  at  Hale,  and  I have  no  doubt  that  a large 
number  of  cases  occurred  there  which  were  never  seen  by  a 
doctor  and  were  never  notified  at  all  ; it  is  also,  1 think,  quite 
certain  that  the  almost  universal  disregard  of  any  care  as  to 
infecting  other  children  has  been  responsible  for  spreading  the 
disease  still  further  than  it  need  have  been.  Hale  Schools  were 
closed  for  about  ten  days  before  the  summer  holidays. 

German  Measles  was  also  epidemic  from  April  to  August,  its 
height  being  in  May  and  June.  It  was  also  prevalent  to  a con- 
siderable extent  among  adults,  but  no  death  was  attributed  to  it 
either  among  adults  or  children  ; it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in 
several  instances  the  same  person  had  both  diseases  at  no  long 
interval,  sometimes  one  first  and  sometimes  the  other. 

Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent  during  the  first  four  months 
in,  1 imagine,  considerable  quantities  ; but  as  it  is  not  notifiable, 
I am  unable  to  say  how  many  cases  there  were.  Eight  deaths 
were,  however,  caused  by  it,  all  among  children  under  two  years 

old. 

Erysipelas.  There  were  only  two  cases  in  the  year,  and  in 
neither  case  have  I any  reason  to  believe  that  any  unsanitary 
conditions  existed  on  the  premises.  There  was  no  death. 

Tuberculosis.  Eighteen  fresh  cases  were  notified  to  me  in 
all,  mostly  of  the  lung,  but  some  of  other  forms  of  the  disease  ; 
eight  persons  died  of  the  pulmonary  form  and  six  of  some  other 
form.  Dr.  Walters,  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  this  district,  has 
a dispensary  at  which  he  attends  every  Thursday,  at  9.30  a.m., 
and  he  is  always  ready  to  see  there  any  insured  person  who  may 
be  referred  to  him  for  an  opinion  by  the  doctor  in  attendance,  and 
he  is  often  able  to  get  cases  into  a Sanatorium  when  he  sees  them 


at  such  a stage  of  the  disease  as  to  make  their  chance  of  recovery 
at  all  good. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever.  One  case  occurred  in  a boy  of  ten 
years,  at  a good-sized  house  at  Hale;  he  was  the  son  of  an 
officer  in  the  Army,  so  the  infection  might  have  been  derived 
from  military  sources.  He  was  nursed  at  home  and  precautions 
taken  to  prevent  its  spreading,  the  result  being  that  the  boy 
recovered  and  no  second  case  occurred.  The  one  case  which  was 
taken  into  the  Union  infirmary  from  the  Rural  district  died  there. 

Poliomyelitis.  One  case  occurred  in  the  family  of  a lady 
who  was  living  in  Castle  Street  for  a few  months.  The  patient 
recovered  sufficiently  to  be  taken  hack  to  her  house  in  London 
and  I communicated  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
district  in  which  she  lived,  and  I believe  no  further  case  resulted. 

Epidemic  Diarrhoea.  There  was  never  any  prevalence  of 

this,  and  no  death  has  been  caused  by  it. 

Influenza.  There  was  no  definite  epidemic,  but  six  deaths 
were  attributed  to  it,  five  of  them  being  in  persons  over  40  years 
old. 

SCHOOL  INSPECTION. 

I have  continued  my  inspection  of  the  Public  Elementary 
Schools,  and  have  sent  a report  on  the  year’s  work  to  the  Edu- 
cation Medical  Officer  of  the  County  Council. 

I paid  eleven  ordinary  visits,  and  made  a report  to  the 
Managers  of  the  Church  of  England  Schools  in  February  as  to 
defective  lighting  of  the  Schools  and  on  certain  small  repairs 
which  required  to  be  done.  The  repairs  have  been  done,  but  the 
lighting  question  has  been  postponed  for  the  present,  not  being 
specially  urgent. 

At  one  of  my  visits  to  the  Badshot  Lea  Schools  I found  a 
rather  unsatisfactory  condition  existing  in  their  closets,  in  that 
they  had  only  pails,  but  no  earth  was  provided.  I reported  on 
this  to  the  School  Authority  and  the  defect  has  been  remedied. 

I paid  a visit  to  each  of  the  four  Schools  which  were  occupied 
by  troops  for  one  night  on  their  passage  through  the  town  in 
April,  and  arranged  for  the  cleaning  the  Schools  after  the  troops 
had  passed  on.  I also  paid  three  visits  especially  to  confer  about 
infectious  disease  in  the  Schools. 

I visited  one  child  at  its  own  home,  and  wrote  72  warning 
notices  to  Schoolmasters  advising  the  exclusion  of  certain  children. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  work  of  this  hospital  has  been  carried  on  as  usual.  57 
cases  were  admitted  from  our  district,  and  one  Scarlatina  and  two 
Diphtheria  died  there.  The  disinfection  of  patients’  bedding  and 
clothing  is  carried  on  as  a routine  practice  in  all  cases  removed 
to  the  hospital,  and  in  other  cases  where  it  may  seem  desirable. 

The  disinfection  of  the  houses  of  Tuberculous  patients,  either 
on  the  occasion  of  a death,  or  removal  of  the  patient,  is  carried 
out  regularly.  The  disinfection  of  Schools  closed  for  infectious 
disease  is  also  regularly  done. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Town  supply  has  continued  the  same.  It  has  been 
examined  from  time  to  time,  and  in  February  and  March 
Dr.  Brown’s  analysis  showed  that  there  was  evidence  of  insufficient 
filtration.  These  reports  were  sent  to  the  Water  Company,  and 
they  assured  us  that  everything  possible  was  being  done  to  secure 
efficient  filtration.  The  supply  in  the  Hale  Ward  is  decidedly 
unsatisfactory,  this  being  especially  so  in  the  Hoghatch  district, 
where  the  houses  are  mostly  dependent  on  shallow  wells.  The 
question  of  the  Water  Supply  is  otie  of  the  difficulties  in  dealing 
with  the  sanitary  condition  of  this  district,  and  is  occupying  the 
Council’s  attention.

The  calculations  in  the  accompanying  table  are  based  on  an 
estimated  population  of  11,880,  a figure  supplied  to  the  County 
M.O.H.  The  reason  for  its  being  smaller  than  in  1914  is  because 
of  the  withdrawal  of  large  numbers  of  men  on  military  service, 
and  I believe  the  same  proceeding  has  been  generally  adopted. 

The  birth-rate  is  satisfactory  this  year,  having  risen  from 
22  60  per  1,000  living  to  23*64. 

The  death-rate,  however,  has  risen  a good  deal  and  equals 
14*81  per  1,000,  but  the  death-rate  from  Zymotic  diseases  is 
exceptionally  high  and  accounts  for  more  than  the  increase,  in 
fact  if  there  had  only  been  the  same  number  of  deaths  from 


them  as  last  year,  our  rate  would  have  been  only  13-22,  that  is  to 
say  slightly  lower  than  last  year. 

I am  sorry  to  say  that  the  infant  death  rate  has  also  risen 
very  much,  and  that  is  partly  due  to  the  same  cause,  namely,  the 
Whooping  Cough  and  Measles,  which  were  so  prevalent  during 
the  year,  but  there  were  also  seven  from  premature  birth  reported. 
The  rate  actually  is  2-7  per  1,000  living,  or  as  is  usually  stated, 
113-8  per  1,000  births  registered.  In  connection  with  this  subject 
I might  refer  to  the  work  done  in  the  matter  of 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

As  mentioned  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1914,  arrangements 
were  to  be  made  for  the  working  of  a scheme  in  accordance  with 
the  circular  of  30th  July,  1914,  from  the  Local  Government 
Board,  and  so  : — 

(1)  The  Notification  of  Births  Act  was  adopted  in  April,  1915. 

(2)  Nurse  Batchelder  was  appointed  to  carry  out  the  visiting 
of  the  new-born  infants  in  their  own  homes  and  to  assist 
me  at  two  centres  which  were  arranged  for,  one  at  Heath 
End  and  one  in  Castle  Street. 

(3)  I was  asked  to  go  to  these  two  centres  at  3 p.m.  on  one 
day  of  the  week  each  to  interview  any  expectant  mothers, 
with  a view  to  giving  advice  to  any  who  might  come  to 
ask  for  it,  or  mothers  with  young  children. 

Nurse  Batchelder  commenced  her  work  in  visiting  infants  in 
the  early  summer,  but  before  long  she  got  permission  to  go  away 
as  a Military  Nurse  so,  by  arrangement  with  the  County  Council, 
Nurse  MacRae  took  her  place  and  attended  at  the  two  centres, 
anti  from  early  in  August  I attended  once  weekly  at  each  centre 
till  the  end  of  the  year,  but  during  those  five  months  only  two 
patients  came  for  advice,  and  they  about  children  only.  Nurse 
MacRae  has  been  having  the  lists  of  the  newly-born  twice  a week 
and  consulting  with  me.  She  has  been  doing  most  excellent 
work  and  has  visited  every  baby  notified  unless  there  ,was  good 
reason  for  knowing  that  it  would  be  well  looked  after.  It  is  in 
contemplation  to  try  and  get  some  ladies  to  assist  in  inducing  the 
expectant  mothers  to  come  for  advice  and  also  mothers  with 
young  children,  on  their  management,  but  no  definite  steps  have 
been  taken  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

PLACES  WHERE  FOOD  IS  PREPARED  FOR  SALE. 

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  reports  as  follows: — 

“ I have  made  a point  of  paying  frequent  visits  to  these 
places,  and  more  especially  where  I found  need  for  in- 
spection for  the  purpose  of  seeing  that  the  food  was 
fresh  and  wholesome,  and  the  premises  and  utensils 
used  in  the  preparation  of  the  foodstuffs  kept  in  a cleanly 
state.  Where  I have  found  food  substances  stale,  or 
approaching  the  unwholesome  state,  I have  requested 
their  immediate  removal  and  destruction,  and  have 
always  found  the  owners  ready  to  comply.  At  times  I 


have  had  to  order  the  eliminination  of  old  worn-out  or 
otherwise  unsuitable  utensils  from  use  in  the  business, 
and  my  request  in  this  respect  have  always  been  readily 
complied  with.” 

The  result  of  the  inspection  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council’s  Inspector  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  has 
been  reported  to  me,  and  I append  the  details.

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  continues: — 

“ I have  also  visited  the  Dairies  and  Milkshops  and  en- 
deavoured to  get  milk  vessels  cleansed  and  sterilised  by 
making  the  last  operation  of  cleansing  to  consist  of 
applying  to  the  inside  of  the  vessels  a liberal  supply  of 
boiling  water.  I found,  on  enquiry,  that  a general 
custom  was  to  dry  the  inside  of  the  vessel  with  a cloth  ; 
this  I found  to  be  a bad  practice,  and  there  was  evidence 
that  the  application  of  cloths  to  the  inside  of  vessels  as 
a last  operation  of  cleansing  tended  rather  to  foul  than 
to  cleanse  them.  I have  pointed  out  that  the  application 
of  a liberal  quantity  of  boiling  water  to  the  vessels  as  a 
last  operation  so  heated  the  vessels  that  they  would 
readily  dry  of  themselves,  if  turned  upside  down  in  a 
clean,  dry  atmosphere. 

It  would  be  a good  thing  if  specified  regulations 
could  be  made  as  to  (1)  Milking  Cows;  (2)  Clothing  of 
persons  engaged  in  milking,  i.e.,  the  wearing  of  clean 
white  overalls  during  milking ; (3)  Cleansing  of  the 
milker’s  hands,  and  the  teats  and  udders  of  the  cows ; 
(4)  Sanitary  straining  of  the  milk  through  proper  strainers 
and  not  through  dirty  cloths,  as  is  too  often  the  case.” 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

In  addition  to  my  own  inspection  of  these,  the  Inspector  re- 
ports “ I have  from  time  to  time  inspected  them,  generally 
during  the  times  of  slaughtering,  and  have  cautioned  the 
butchers  as  to  the  need  of  at  once  notifying  any  disease 
found  in  the  animals  killed,  giving  them  what  information 
I could  as  to  diseases  likely  to  be  found.  I am  pleased 
to  say  that  the  animals  slaughtered  are  generally  of  the 
best.  I was  notified  of  seven  pigs  which  were  found  on 
inspection  to  be  affected  with  tubercular  glands  in  the 


head — I personally  witnessed  the  destruction  of  the 
whole  of  the  carcases  and  organs  of  these  pigs.  I have 
during  the  year  carried  out  certain  requests  made  by  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  in  respect  to  the  slaughter  of 
calves.  I have  also  from  time  to  time  inspected  the 
Cattle  Market  for  the  purpose  of  informing  myself  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  animals  sold  for  slaughter,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  requisitions  of  the  Board 
of  Agriculture  as  to  calves.” 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

“ The  sewers  in  the  district  have  been  regularly  flushed  and 
cleansed,  and  have  given  little  trouble  except  in  the 
lower  portions  of  the  town  where  considerable  trouble 
was  experienced  on  account  of  obstructions,  such  as 
brickbats,  pitching  stones,  broken  bottles,  tin  cans, 
gravel,  sand,  and  other  solids  finding  their  way  into 
the  sewers;  these  obstructions  at  a time  of  exception- 
ally heavy  rainfall,  and  when  the  population  was  in- 
creased by  about  one-sixth  by  troops  billeted  in  the 
town  naturally  gave  much  trouble.  Some  five  or  six  tons 
of  these  obstructive  matters  were  dredged  from  the 
main  outfall  sewer  in  the  spring  and  the  Council  are 
taking  what  steps  they  can  to  prevent  such  obstruction 
getting  into  the  sewers.  The  increase  of  population  by 
troops,  put  on  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  a very 
considerable  additional  burden,  but  it  should  be  grati- 
fying to  note  that  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  have 
stood  the  additional  burden  put  upon  them  without  any 
serious  ; consequences  or  breakdown.  Practically  the 
whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  sewered,  with  the 
exception  of  the  newly  added  Hale  Ward,  for  which 
the  Council’s  Surveyor  has  prepared  a scheme  of 
Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal,  estimated  to  cost 
£13,000,  and  a scheme  of  improvement  for  the  Town 
Ward,  estimated  to  cost  £2,300.  These  schemes  have 
been  approved  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and, 
but  for  the  war,  would  have  been  well  in  hand. 

House  refuse  is  collected  at  least  once  in  each  week,  and 
this  is  found  to  be  sufficient  for  sanitary  purposes 
where  reasonable  care  is  exercised  by  householders  as 
to  the  proper  and  sanitary  use  of  their  dustbins.  One 
or  two  applications  have  been  made  for  more  frequent 
collections,  but  on  investigation  the  apparent  need 
generally  arises  from  a careless  and  improper  use 
being  made  of  dustbins,  such  as  pouring  in  liquids,  or 
other  matters,  which,  in  the  interests  of  health,  should 
have  been  either  burnt,  or  buried  in  gardens.” 

The  refuse  collected  from  the  district  is  disposed  of  at  the 
Sewage  Farm  and  Pumping  Station  where  it  is  used  for  deodo- 
rising faecal  matter,  the  mixing  of  the  faecal  matter  with  the  ashes 
and  domestic  refuse  being  done  on  a system  which  creates  no 
nuisance. 


In  the  Hale  Ward  the  privy  system  is  still  in  being,  and  the 
contents  of  the  privy  pails  are  removed  twice  in  each  week  and 
disposed  of  as  mentioned  above,  the  population  thus  served  being 
roughly  4,000. 

A very  considerable  additional  burden  in  scavenging  roads 
has  been  thrown  on  the  Council  owing  to  the  very  large  increase 
of  traffic,  owing  to  the  war;  up  to  the  present  the  Council  have 
been  able  to  keep  their  roads  systematically  and  carefully  cleansed 
daily,  but  this  work  is  gradually  becoming  more  difficult,  owing  to 
increasing  military  traffic. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

Owing  to  the  war  there  has  been  scarcely  any  building  done 
in  the  district  at  all. 

Of  the  houses  which  had  been  reported  on  in  1914,  and  of 
which  the  repairs  had  not  been  finished,  I have  to  report  as 
follows  : — 

Seven  houses  in  Factory  Yard.  These  have  been  very  con- 
siderably improved  and  are  now  in  quite  habitable  condition. 

Lowndes  Buildings,  consisting  of  twelve  houses,  have  now 
been  finished  and  made  quite  satisfactory. 

5,  6 & 7,  Boro’.  The  work  of  repair  here  was  never  satis- 
factorily finished,  but  the  property  was  sold  and  reconstructed 
so  as  to  be  used  as  a Bank  and  is  now  satisfactory. 

Twelve  houses  in  Lower  Church  Lane.  The  repairs  have  been 
partially  done  here,  but  are  not  quite  finished. 

Four  houses  belonging  to  the  L.  & S.W.  Railway.  Two 
have  been  generally  improved  and  made  fit,  and  the  remaining 
two  are  in  process  of  being  done. 

Seventeen  houses  in  Pharo’s  Row,  Upper  Hale.  Consider- 
able improvements  have  been  carried  out  here,  but  they  have  not 
been  thoroughly  finished.  The  owner  has  said  he  will  do  what  is 
considered  necessary. 

Flanagan’s  Cottage,  Upper  Hale,  has  been  repaired  and 
made  fit. 

Raggett’s  Cottage,  Upper  Hale.  Some  works  of  improve- 
ment have  been  done,  but  other  necessary  works  are  not  yet  done. 

Systematic  inspection  has  been  carried  on,  either  by  the 
Inspector  or  myself,  and  it  is  in  contemplation  to  carry  out  an 
inspection  in  the  district  of  Hoghatch  ; a beginning  has  been 
made  by  an  inspection  of  the  property  of  Mr.  Yielding,  consisting 
of  eight  cottages,  but  a report  has  not  been  presented  as  it  has 
been  considered  better  to  wait  and  let  it  be  part  of  a larger  report 
on  the  whole  district. 

217  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and  48  were 
found  in  such  a state  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  : of 
these  40  have  been  rendered  fit.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Troops  quartered  or  billeted  in  the  town. 

In  October,  1914,  I had  received  a circular  from  the  Local 
Government  Board,  asking  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  to  inspect 
the  quarters  of  any  men  who  might  be  quartered  in  their  district 
and  make  reports,  if  they  considered  it  necessary,  to  the  Com- 
manding Officer  of  the  Regiment  on  any  unsatisfactory  conditions 
which  might  exist.  The  King’s  Royal  Liverpool  Regiment  were 
quartered  in  the  town  in  January,  1915,  and  I arranged  with 
their  Medical  Officer,  Lieut.  White,  to  go  round  and  examine 
them,  so  on  January  19th  I met  him  and  his  Quartermaster  and 
Mr.  Cass,  and  on  that  day  and  the  following  we  inspected  : —

As  a result  of  this  inspection  I considered  that  the  British 

Schools,  20,  Castle  Street,  Mr.  Stacey’s  House,  “Abdin,”  and 
Gostrey  House  were  either  overcrowded,  or  had  insufficient 

accommodation  for  washing,  or  insufficient  waterclosets,  or  all 
th  ree,  and  in  the  other  five  places  the  accommodation  was 
sufficient.  On  January  24th  I made  a report  to  the  C.O.  of  the 
Regiment,  with  the  result  that  by  March  2nd  I received  notice 
from  Lieut.  White  that  men  had  been  moved  out  of  all  the  four 
places  complained  of  and  that  three  more  houses  had  been  taken 
into  which  sufficient  men  had  been  moved  to  relieve  the  over- 
crowding, and  I satisfied  myself  that  this  was  so.  The  occupation 
of  these  buildings  caused  a new  and  increased  demand  upon 
the  sanitary  services,  especially  in  relation  to  scavenging  and 
sewage  disposal.  The  Council  were  asked  by  the  Military 
Authorities  to  make  certain  sanitary  provisions,  i.e.,  drainage, 
water  supply,  privy  accommodation  and  provision  for  washing, 
and  also  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  in  connection  with 
several  buildings  in  the  town.  These  provisions  were  made  and 
kept  under  supervision  by  the  Council  while  the  troops  were  in 
occupation. 

The  61st  Company  of  the  Royal  Engineers  were  billeted 
about  in  the  town  in  private  houses.  The  Surveyor  inspected 
most  of  these,  and  I personally  inspected  seventeen.  I found 
oidy  one  case  of  overcrowding  as  a result  of  the  soldiers  being 
there  and  the  Surveyor  only  two.  These  were  reported  on  to  the 
C.O.  of  the  R.E.  In  each  regiment  one  case  of  measles  occurred 
which  were  satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  their  M.O.  in  consultation 
with  me,  and  I kept  them  informed  of  any  infectious  cases  in  the 
town  which  were  notified  to  me. 

On  the  night  of  April  20th  a considerable  number  of  troops 
were  quartered  in  the  town  for  one  night  in  the  Public  Elemen- 
tary Schools,  and  I arranged  for  the  cleansing  afterwards.  I 
inspected  on  April  22nd  the  three  schools  which  had  been  used, 
and  found  that  they  had  been  properly  cleaned,  that  the  water- 
closets  had  not  been  damaged,  nor  had  any  other  damage  of 
importance  been  done. 

In  June  I inspected  the  huts  which  had  been  put  up  in 
Fairfield  for  the  accommodation  of  the  5th  Battalion  of  the 
King’s  Liverpool  Regiment  (under  the  command  of  Lord  Saye 
and  Sele)  in  company  with  Major  Forde,  and  I reported  some- 
what unfavourably  to  him,  viz. : — (1)  That  they  did  not  afford 
sufficient  protection  from  the  weather,  (2)  That  the  floor-space 
per  man  was  scarcely  sufficient,  and  (3)  That  they  had  no 
independent  water  supply.  These  defects  were,  I believe, 
remedied. 

In  December  I heard  that  120  men  of  the  A.S.C.  were 
billeted  in  Hale,  so  the  Surveyor  and  I inspected  forty  houses 
in  which  they  lodged,  but  only  found  four  houses  where  any 
conditions  of  overcrowding  existed,  either  of  the  soldiers  or  of 


the  civil  population.  I made  a report  to  the  C.O.  and  received  a 
reply  from  the  M.O.  that  he  was  “having  things  put  right.” 

The  Surveyor  and  I also  inspected  a selection  of  the  houses 
in  which  the  1st  Royal  Wiltshire  Yeomanry  were  quartered  in 
Abbey  Street,  Fir  Grove  Hill,  and  Ridgway  Road  with  its  cross 
roads,  and  found  the  conditions  good  in  almost  every  case  so  that 
I did  not  think  it  necessary  to  make  a formal  report  to  the  C.O. 
at  all. 

In  April  and  May  I was  consulted  by  the  Labour  Exchange 
at  Aldershot  as  to  the  houses  in  which  infectious  disease  ex- 
isted, with  a view  to  safeguarding  the  washing  done  for  the 
troops  from  infection.  I replied  giving  what  information  I could 
on  the  subject. 

In  August  I received  a letter  from  the  Local  Government 
Board  enquiring  about  any  firms  in  the  district  which  manu- 
factured or  prepared  any  food  intended  for  troops.  I consulted 
the  Inspector  and  he  gave  me  the  names  of  four  shops  in  the 
town  which  sold  food  for  the  troops,  but  which  did  not  manufacture 
it;  he  also  discovered  a few  houses  at  Hale  from  which  food 
was  sent  in  to  Aldershot  without  sufficient  care  being  taken  to  do 
it  in  a sanitary  way.  He  inspected  all  these  and  did  what  he 
could  to  control  the  traffic  from  the  houses  of  Hale,  and  I sub- 
sequently wrote  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  and  informed  him  what  had  been  done.
